FRENCH URCHING SELL

Tourists Buy Unexploded Shells
and Bullets Flattened Against
Cathedral,

Senlls, Frauce, July 30.—In a jour-
ney to Senlis, just thirty miles from
Parls, there |8 an advance taste of
what will take place in many of the
countries now at war after peace has
bheen declared. There I8 also a very

vivid picture tor be gained of things
a8 they were during tlu,; traglc days
of the German Wdrive on'the French
capital. Doubtless, as time goes by
and as ‘many questioners come to
hear a! first hand the heroie story of
the batile of the Marne, much of the
detail will appear, become confused,
take on a legendgry character no con-
sclously perversive of the truth, but
nevertheless subtly Inaccurate. To-
day thero is none of that, The mem-
ory of the events from the thirty-first
of August to the fourth of Septembher,
1914, is:still too iiving, too real.

At the statlon, albeit tourists as yet
are infrequent—for Senlis is in the
zone of the armies—there Is a group
of small boys with unexploded shells
under thenr arms and pockets full of
rifle bullets, flattened against the
cathedral wall, to sell as souvenirs.

It is a shock to realize by actually
seelng that the Cermans really were
80 close to Parly as Senlis,
greater part of the Parislans theni-
selves will not believe it—frankly do
not believe it even yet. When the
war Is over and they begin to move
about a bit, they have a number of
shocks in store for them—not the
least of which will be administered in
Senlis.

For it is one thing o read about the
destruction of property, the burning
of houses, and all the rest of tha hid-
eous hlstory with which this war Is
indubitably stained—in Belgium; Bel-
glum to the average Parlsian seems
very far away. It is quite another
matter, not to read about, but te go
to see it—sece the burned buildings,
the battercd cathedral and the looteq
honges, so close to Paris.

The tonrlst In general will ind the
greatest intercost In thé wrecked ana
burned houses to be met at every
turn. Like Lille and Louvaln, and so
many hundreds of towns and cities in
france and Belgium, the greater part
uf the destruction of Senlis was due,
1ot 80 much to bombardment as to
the incendlary bombs with which the
invading troops were supplled. House
after house Iz a mass of twisted iron
and heaped debris, the wreckage, not
of artillery, but of fire. The cathed-
ral, =n edifice dating from the twelfth
century, of the lightest gothic beauty
of line and forn, bears the scars es-
peclally of infantry fire, which has
made Its walla rescinhle a plece or
old, wood furniture, in which myriads
of worms have bored their holes.

The ruined houses of Senlis wili be
rebuilt. The mere age of the Cathed-
ral will serve to cover its wounds.
But the humble, final testimony of
the century will remaln to recall the
tragic days of 1914, Here there Is n
Jong row of graves, each marked by
B wooden cross, (. whole surrounded
by n black-painted wooden fence, as
il to set them apart as something a
little more sacred than the rest. Each
grave has its crowns of bead-work
immortelles: eech Its vase of fresh
flowers, renewed from day to day,
though féw of those burled in this
atrange earth are of Senlls. Indedd,
thire are quite a number of crosses
upon which appears the slgnificant
legend “Here lles a soldier of the
~—th Riflemen. Unidentified:” Nor
are these graves the icast well kept.
Each has its vase of fresh cat lillies;
fbove the breast of each uiknown,
some gentle hand has planted a tiny
bay that already Is growing
hardiy.

QUEEN OF BHEBA VISITS S80OLO.
MON.
LESSON TEXT—T Kings 10:1-10, 13,

GOLDEN TEXT—WIisdom s better than
rubles. Prov. S:11.

The visit of this wealthy queen

from the reglon of southern Arabia|@

hus always appealed to the Iimagina-
tions of men. Solomon's
was at the apex of its glory. There
were no wars, Isracl’'s borders were
extended and the temple and those
other wonderful buildings had all been
completed.

The chief value of this lesson is not
in Solomon’s wisdom nor in what this
queen saw and heard, but rather it is
in what has, is belng, and will be done
by Christ, of whom Solomon is o typeo
and who seized upon all of this glory
to teach us o great lesson (gee Matt,
6:28-24), Caesar's famous phrase,
slightly altered, is In this connection
quite applicable—"I came, 1 gaw, 1
(was) conquered.”

I. “Hard Questions,” vv. 1-3. Bolo
mon Is here a great type of Crrist: (a)
His greatness could not be hid (Mark
7:24). Solomon's fame filled ths
known world (I Kings, 4:84). The
fame of Salomon's wisdom, philosophy,
proverbs, poems and knowledge of God
(v. 1) drew to his court this queen,
and we must recall that it was proba-
bly a 1,600-mile toilsome camel-back
Journey for her to come to hia court.
(b) She brought a "very great store”
(v, 10) of gifts, which, according to
oriental custom, she presented to Sol:
omon. Our best glft to our King s
ourselves (2 Cor. 8:5). (c) She came
to learn of “the name of the Lord”
who had done so much for Solomon
and his people; to learn wlsdom for
the guldance of herself and her peo
ple. We come to a King who pos
sesses all wisdom (Matt. 12.42). Solo-
mon had a wonderful missionary op
portunity. God is today sending heart
hungry people to this land from the
most remote parts of the earth., Are
we uslng our privilege to point them
to the true God and to Jesus, his son?
This queen did not belleve what she
had heard (v. 7) and resolved to find
out for herself. In this she is a retuks
to those more favorably situated who,
though constantly beholding the work
of God iu human hearts and lives, still
say, “I do not belleve.” The queen
of Sheba will rise up In judgment
against all who refuse to “come and
see” (John 1:39, 45-51; Matt. 12:42).
(d) This visit i8 » prophecy of that
day when the kings of Sheba and
Seba will come with their gifts for
the greater son of David (Psalm 72:10,
156; Isa. 60:6-9). The wisdom which
our king bestows is eternal life, “to
know him" (Prov. 2:2-6; John 17:3).

Il. “Had Seen AIl” vv. 47. Wher
she had listened to Solomon's wisdom
and heard the answers to her ques-
tlons, the solutions to her problems,
and had witnessed the wonders of his
temiple, court and ministers, “thero
was no more “spirit (breath) in her"
(Cf. Josh. 56:1.) And similar experl
ence came to those three who went to
the Mount of Transfiguration with Je.
sus. Solomon's wisdom is fulfilled in
Christ {Col. 2:3). “The house that he
bullt’ is a type of that temple he is
buildiag of living stones (I Peter 2:4,
6; Matt. 16:18). “The meat of his

table” is excelled by the food on our

king's table, the word of life (Jer.
16:16; Pa. 119:103), his own body
(John 6:56). Qur king, too, has his
servants (Eph, 2:6; Rev. 3:21). Thelr
“appeal” i{s not to be compared with
the “robe of his rizhieousness” and
our “standing” (2 Cor. 5:21) is more
exalted than that-of any at Solomon's,
or other earthly courts. We are not
servants but “friends,” yet we arg
“his ministers” (Rev. 5:10; I Pet. 2:9),
Varlous translations suggest (v. B),
“and his burnt offering which he of
fered in the house of the lord.”
111, Praises, vv. 819, 18. (1) By
testimony, vv. 8, 0. “Happy arg thy
men” who listen to such wisdom, wha
dwell in the midst of such achieve
nients. One of the greatest joyas ls
to converrn with the wise and the
good. Our happiness is in our privi-
lege of standing before Christ and to
Lear his wisdom (Luke10:3942; Proy.
13:20; 3:13, 14); no sarvant is de-
barred (John 12:26). The queen glorl-
